Area Fires Burn 
2500 Acres — DNR Busy 


By Joe Schrader 

Grayling-based Department 
of Natural Resources 
firefighters were called to the 
scene of nine blazes in separate 
Crawford County  incidents- 
seven in one day-from May 2nd 
through the 4th, although DNR 
Fire Offtcer Duane Brooks 
called the activity “not unusual 
for a high risk fire period.” 

The flurry of local fire in- 
cidents occurred at about the 
same time U.S. Forest Service 
personne! were battling the Mio 
blaze that killed one firefigher 
and left some 30 square miles of 
charred forest and more than 25 


homes in its wake. 


Fires burned over several 
thousand acres in Crawford 
County that same weekend, 
caused in part by careless bur- 
ning practices by local residen- 
ts and in some cases, visitors. 
Military activity was listed as 
the cause for several fires that 
consumed over 2500 acres, but 
Brooks explained that in large 
military tracts, fires are 
allowed to burn and DNR effor- 
ts are concentrated on contain- 
ing the blazes within the 
perimeters of the ranges. 

Brooks said he and DNR 
equipment operators Frank

I see by the paper {in an Associated 
Press article) that many Japanese 
workers don't want to take vacation time, 
even when they have it coming, Japanese 
companies are having trouble convincing 
their workers to take off all their vacation 
time, the article claims. 

AP cites Japanese Labor Ministry 
figures showing that salaried workers in 
Japan use only about 60 percent of their 
paid vacation time each year. Unused 
vacation time is held over for one year, 
and then lost if not taken. 

Workers in the highly competitive elec- 
tronics industry don’t like to take time off 
either. A survey by the 520,000-member 
Federation of Electric Workers’ Unions in 
Japan reported that workers use only an 
average of 8.6 of their average 28.3 days 
of entitled paid vacation. : 

HOW COME the distaste for taking 
vacations in Japan? Three reasons were 
cited in the AP article. 

First is that workers feel vacations 
cause hardships for fellow workers; how 
about that for a refreshing attitude? 

Next is the feeling that the vacationer 
will have piled-up work when he returns, 
so he’d just rather not go at all. Sounds 
like home. 

And finally is what could be the clin- 
ching reason: It costs too much. 

Kazuyoshi Koshiro, a labor economics 
professor, said that’ many workers find 
the cost of tourism throughout a full 
vacation period just too high, so they 
would rather go back to the job than sit at 
home in cramped living quarters. 

PROF. KOSHIRO = also — sounded 
another refreshing note-—refreshing at 
least to many employers here in America 
who are preoccupied with keeping em- 
ployees satisfied and happy so they will 
be productive. 

“Most Japanese workers feel their own 
fate is tied to that of the company,” Prof. 


~ Koshiro said. 


“They think working hard to help the 
company succeed is the path to their own 
success.” 

This is true in American commerce, so 
it is probably true in Japan, too.

However, it seems that all too many em- 
ployees feel they can be well-paid and 
with good jobs regardless of whether 
their company succeeds. 

All too many employees display the at- 
titude hat their main goal on the job is to 
do as litle as possible to get by, without 
any real concern for the success of the 
total enterprise that provides their 
wages. This sad attitude is not universal, 
of course, but. we've all seen enough of 
this self-defeating approach to the job so 
we know it’s not an exception. 

In my book, the Japanese have the 
right idea on work attitudes, as cited by 
the AP news story and Prof. Koshiro. 


Maybe that's one of the reasons the: 


Japanese economy has boomed so greatly 
in the last. few decades. Just recall that 
Japan was a flattened country when 
World War 1] ended. 

Attitude of workers undoubtedly is a 
key role in Japan’s comeback,

so far this year would pay all his 1980 
taxes, according to the National Tax 
Foundation.

walking on the street. I spent 3 
days there waiting for a ship to 
take me halfway up the west 
coast of Sumatra, the largest 
and my favorite Indonesia 
island.

after hearing from other 
travelere that they had been 
stuck in the mud for 3 or 4 days. 
_The travel by ship, 3 days 
duration, was pretty basic 
(horrible food-I ate only fruits I 
bought ahead of time). The 
voyage was also calm as we 
remained within sight of the 
coast. I was the only non- 
Indonesian on board, befrien- 
ded by rnany who wanted to

of the Minangkabau people 
having a particularly rewar- 
ding experience as I was the fir- 
st white person to ever visit the 
village and thus treated as a 
most honored guest. I went 
swimming in the river with the 
native boys, sat under a that- 
ched shelter in the rice paddie 
til a storm let up and spent the 
early evening talking, through 
my host interpreter, with the 
men of the village, at the 
‘“‘warung” (restaurant/meeting 
place) about myself and life in 
America. I later returned to my 
host’s home to find many child- 
ren watching a portable T.V. 
(battery  powered-no 
tricity) showing an episode of 
‘Happy Days” no less. The 


program, telecast in English, § 
preceded by an Indonesian’ & 


synopsis, seemed to be a 
favorite. Needless to say the 
whole scene flipped me out. 
When I left in the morning it 
seemed like everyone was there 
to say good-by and load me 
down with coconut, pineapple 
and mangos as tokens of their 
appreciation of my visit.

There are many kinds of 
mulching materials. Straw is 
especially good, clean brown 
straw looks great and is easy to 
obtain. A light six inch layer 
between rows of vegetables will 
smother most weeks and the 
occasional few that do break 
through are easily pulled by 
hand. Other organic materials 
that will work in a similar way 
to straw are shredded leaves, 
grass clippings, pine needles, 
chopped bark, any fibrous 
materials that will break down 
and decompose. Black plastic 
has proven to be especially 
beneficial to warm weather 
crops such as tomatoes, pep- 
pers, eggplant, pumpkins, 
squash and melons. The black 
color helps to absorb heat and 
maintains a high soil tem- 
perature when nights get cold. 

The black plastic is layed 
down in strips at time of plant- 
ing and holes are cut at the 
required row distances for 
transplants to be set in place. 
Edges of the plastic are then 
covered with soil to prevent 
wind from ripping it up.
